The tragedy of Cabaret is that 
while everyone yearns for a better 
life, we know the Nazis are about 
to change everything. The first 
appearance of a swastika can still 
rattle the audience, and it’s impos¬ 
sible not to feel a chill at the dou¬ 
ble meaning of Tomorrow Belongs 
To Me which ends Act I. 

Cabaret’s second act is dark, 
depressing, and not for everyone. 
It’s also riveting, as the characters 
all cling to a world that’s abrupdy 
ending. For tough but sympathetic 
landlord Fraulein, it means her 
upcoming marriage to proud 
German but Jewish-born Herr 
Scultz (Benedict Campbell) is over. 
For Sally, it's "politics” ruining her 
fun. For the Kit Kat Klub, it’s the 
end of the line. 

Hinton lays the symbolism on 
thick (Cliff appears to descend into 
hell by the end), but his gusto to 
make you feel both angry and awe¬ 
struck will leave a mark. There’s no 
point staging a timid Cabaret. 

This isn’t a feel-good musical 
but it’s an artistic triumph for the 
Shaw. Don’t let the long faces on 
the way out fool you.

Gillian Chappell and Maria 
Brigantino did a follow-up pre¬ 
sentation for the town of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake council 
on Monday on the Smoke-free 
Outdoor Spaces Regional bylaw 
was approved by regional coun¬ 
cil on October 10,2013. 

Brigantino, manager Chronic 
Disease and Injury Prevention 
with the Niagara Region Public 
Health department, explained 
that all municipal and regional 
properties are smoke free, with 
the exception of roads, sidewalks, 
right-of-ways, parking lots, 
beaches, trails and residential 
dwellings owned, operated or

“This is a regional bylaw to protect 
children and vulnerable people from 
exposure to outdoor Second-Hand 
Smoke,” said Brigantino. Also to provide 
positive role modeling for children and 
support people attempting to quit. 

The entire region provided on-going 
communication and feedback into the 
creation of the bylaw. Since the bylaw 
was created and approved, municipal 
staff throughout the region participated 
in brainstorming sessions to establish a 
communications strategy. 

Through these efforts, a working 
group was established to provide a plat¬ 
form to discuss, identify and address 
issues related to communications, 
implementation and enforcement 

Chapell, a Health Promoter for 
Chronic Disease and Injury Prevention, 
presented that the “I Love Smoke-Free 
Outdoor Spaces" communications 
Campaign will be launched on May 22, 
to be tailored for each municipality. 

“This campaign has worked well in 
other communities," says Chapell. “It 
contains a positive, clear and friendly 
message and is a friendly way to socially 
enforce and influence change.” 

Brigantino said that the first year of 
implementation will focus on education 
and no fines will be issued, however, 
warnings will be. The Tobacco Control 
program is primarily responsible for 
enforcing the regional by-law, with 
municipal bylaw officers having the 
authority to enforce it as well. Specially 
designed signage will be placed on the 
properties signally no smoking. 

It was questioned by Counc. Gary 
Zalepa how infractions would be report¬ 
ed. Brigantino said that concerned resi¬ 
dents can contact the Niagara Region's 
Tobacco Hotline at 905-688-8248, ext 
7393 or 1-888-505-6074, ext.

Simplify tax act by nixing tax credits 


When income tax was first intro¬ 
duced as a temporary measure in 
1917 to fund Canada’s war effort, the 
legislation was 11 pages long. 

Now? The Income Tax Act is 3,206 
pages, 1,038,162 words long. 

To put that in perspective, Leo 
Tolstoy’s epic novel War and Peace is 
about half that, at 587,287 words. 

Plus Tolstoy’s novel is a fictional 
read, it’s not law. The Income Tax Act 
is law and and it’s a long law that 
clearly nobody, not even the people 
tasked with enforcing it, actually 
understands. That’s scary. 

It means that at any time an audi¬ 
tor could find you guilty of several 
offences that you didn’t even know 
existed. 

As satirist P.J. O’Rourke wrote: 
“Beyond a certain point complexity is 

A Fraser Institute report released 
last week notes that Canadians spent 
$6.96 billion in 2012 complying with 
our massive tax code. That worked 
out to $501 for each household. 

In the United States, the Mercatus 
Center calculated tax compliance cost 
Americans $609 billion annually. 

What in the world is happening 
here? It’s bad enough taxes are so 


high as it is. Having such an onerous 
tax code is just a way of kicking us 
while we’re down. This is government 
run rampant. 

This is why the Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation (CTF) is arguing that the 
act needs to be pared down. We sec¬ 
ond their call. But how did it even get 
this way to begin with? Because politi¬ 
cians passed bills to make it bigger. 
This is usually in the form of niche tax 
credits, which the CTF singles out as 
something that’s got to go. 

If we removed all the tax credits, we 
could simplify the code and bring 
down the general income tax rate for 
everyone. 

Interestingly, both grassroots 
liberals and NDP members proposed 
simplifying the act during policy reso¬ 
lutions to their most recent conven¬ 
tions. But as the CTF points out, the 
Harper government has amended the 
act 22 times. They’ve added 631 pages 
to it, 220,356 words. 

That’s a scandal, especially coming 
from a government that’s supposed to 
be fiscally conservative. 

Canada needs fewer taxes, a small¬ 
er tax burden for all and less bureau¬ 
crats on the payroll to administer this 
complicated mess.

Our legacy in Afghanistan is one of success, failure and hope 


> The war was a 
necessary one 
and our troops 
deserve our 
attention 


In case you hadn't 
heard, May 9 was the offi¬ 
cial Day of Honour to rec¬ 
ognize Canadian soldiers 
who fought in the war in 
Afghanistan. 

The event was an 
important one all 
Canadians should have 
paid attention to. Yet, it 
received very little fanfare. 
An official declaration by 
the prime minister, some 
tepid promotion on gov¬ 
ernment websites and a 
few stories in the press. 

The price of war is 
always a high one. Some 
40,000 Canadian men and 
women served in 
Afghanistan between 2001 
and 2014, and 158 of them 
didn't come home. Scores 
more were wounded, some

damaged for life. 

I've said it before and it 
bears repeating again: our 
troops are our proxies — 
they do the things that 
need doing in the national 
interest that the rest of us 
can't or won't do. 

They deserve, at the 
very least, a few moments 
of our time. 

We will still hear those 
who prefer to live with their 
heads in the clouds where 


the world is a soft and gen¬ 
tle place, claiming the inva¬ 
sion of Afghanistan was 
unnecessary. 

The war was a necessary 

Afghanistan was under 
the ride of the Taliban, a 
gang of repressive and 
homicidal theocrats who 
had no qualms about pub¬ 
licly executing women for 
the imaginary crime of 
blasphemy. It was because 
of the Taliban that 
Afghanistan became a ref¬ 
uge for the terrorists who 
planned the attacks of 
9/11. 

Going to war in 
Afghanistan was not just 
about freeing a repressed 
people, but of ensuring our 
own security. 

Still, as NATO leaves 
Afghanistan we should not 
delude ourselves into 
thinking all is well, the job 
is done and we are safe. 

In many significant 
ways, the war in 


Afghanistan was a failure. 

To be clear, we didn't 
lose on the battlefield. 

Our soldiers comported 
themselves with honour. 
They drove the Taliban 
from their seats of power, 
decimated their leader¬ 
ship and gave the country 
a chance to build a new 

And it's that last part 
where the failure came. 
The failure was political. 

In short, the politicians 
— including Canada's — 
squandered the chance for 
change the soldiers gave 
Afghanistan. 

Whatever the politicians 
will tell you, Afghanistan is 
not a free country. It is not 
a democracy in any real 



impossibly corrupt And 
while the Taliban were 
beaten soundly, they still 
exist. They are still a threat 
to the fragile stability of the 
2014 iteration of 


Afghanistan. 

What that country ulti¬ 
mately needed was a new 
Marshall Plan — a long¬ 
term and expensive 
rebuilding of an entire 
nation from the ground up. 
But the West didn't have 
the will for that. 

The hope that a largely 
backwater, illiterate nation 
that had been pushed into 
the bronze age by a regime 
of theocratic killers could 
just emerge as a function¬ 
ing democracy and ally if 
the Taliban were beaten 
was as naive a foreign poli¬ 
cy as I have seen in my life- 

The transformation of 
Afghanistan — from its 
day-to-day culture to its 
politics — is a generational 

It is not clear, at all that 
Afghanistan is, at this 
point, able to stand on its 
own and protect itself from 
the Islamic criminals who 
seek to swallow it 


The consequences of 
the country becoming a 
haven for religious extrem¬ 
ists again is not just about 
the suffering of the Afghan 
people. It is also about the 
security of the West, which 
is to say, our security. 

To be fair, there are signs 
of hope. 

The people of 
Afghanistan appear to have 
found the will to resist the 
Taliban. The recent murder 
of an Afghan journalist and 
his family by the Taliban 
was greeted with open dis¬ 
plays of outrage and defi¬ 
ance, not fear. 

For now, at least, our 
troops' bravery has created 
a sense of hope in a coun¬ 
try that has so rarely known 
it. 

Ifthisflickerofhopeis 
extinguished, we might 
have to send another gen¬ 
eration of soldiers to finish 
the task our leaders should 
have ensured was complet¬ 
ed. 











































































New boat cruises launched

Whirlpool Jet Boat Tours is 
adding a more leisurely 
approach to enjoying the mouth 
of the Niagara River and the 
sunsets of Lake Ontario for the 
2014 tourist season. 

John Kinney, owner and 
operator of the Whirlpool Jet 
Boat Tours, has added the 
Niagara Belle paddle wheeler to 
its fleet in a pilot project Niagara 
Sunset Cruises. 

In a presentation to the town 
of Niagara-on-the-Lake council 
on Monday night, Kinney put 
forward a request to offer a lim¬ 
ited number of departures from 
the Melville dock between July 
to September. The Niagara Belle 
is “a natural progression" 
towards expanding the compa¬ 
ny’s water tour possibilities he

Kinney explained that these 
cruises would operate once a 
week. He added that the dates 
when the Niagara Belle would 
operate from the Melville Dock, 
jet boat tours would be reduced 
from three to two. The number 
of people allowable on these 
tours, depending on if it’s a sit- 
down dinner cruise or stand-up 
leisure cruise, would range from 
85 to 160 people per trip, includ- 

He reassured council that 
the boat would dock at 10:30 
pm in compliance with the 
town’s 11 pm noise bylaw. 

“These tours incorporate 
everything visitors come to 
enjoy, our wine, culinary, the 
waterfront and the history,” 
Kinney stated. Even though it’s 
only a pilot project for the 2014 
season, Kinney said numerous 
organizations and corporate 
businesses have expressed tre¬ 
mendous interest in the con¬ 
cept. “This is an opportunity to 
take advantage of the area 
waterfront and appeal to local 
residents and visitors alike.”

Steel girders for the 
two bridges to the 
Meridian Centre down¬ 
town are being installed 
this week. 

St. Catharines Mayor 
Brian McMullan said 
Monday a crane will be 
used to lift the steel 
beams into position over 
the concrete pillars that 
have been poured in the 
valley floor. 

The installation was 
scheduled to start 
Wednesday, weather 
permitting. 

The south bridge, 
located on St. Paul across 
from William St., will be 
installed first and is 
expected to take one day, 


according to a press 
release issued by St. 
Catharines city hall. Four 
steel girders will be used 
to connect St. Paul to an 
upper entrance on the 
home of the Niagara 
IceDogs. 

The north bridge, on 
St. Paul between Queen 
and James streets, will be 
installed two weeks later. 
It will consist of six gird¬ 
ers and is expected to 

Sidewalks will be closed 
during the installation, 
but there will be no 

Once all the girders 
are in place, concrete 
decks will be poured to 
form the spans over the 
valley. That will happen 
a few weeks after the 
girders are installed. 


The two bridges, 
worth $2 million, were 
donated by Tom Rankin, 
whose company part¬ 
nership, Ball-Rankin 

awarded the $45-million 
construction contract. 

McMullan said the 
street-level access will 
help revitalize down-

inside the building, 
McMullan said, with the 
rink slab being poured 
now.

Mossey com¬ 
mented above the shared photo, which 
has since been removed from 
Facebook. 

Mossey, a salesman for Hamilton, 
Ont., steel manufacturer ArcelorMittal

inappropriate post on my Facebook 
page which I have now removed. I 
exercised poor judgment but it was 


certainly not my intent to offend any- 

"As I told the premier when I apolo¬ 
gized to her, I am proud to be a candi¬ 
date for a party with a strong record of 
standing up for the rights of all 
women." 

PC women's issues critic Laurie 
Scott called it "incredibly offensive and 
disgusting for someone putting their 
name forward to have this sexist and 
inappropriate material on their 
Facebook page."

Niagara Parks Police train 
for emergencies on Aero car

The Whirlpool Aero car has been in 
operation for almost a century. 

In its 98-year history, there has 
never been an incident where visitors 
needed to be rescued from the popular 
tourist attraction that travels 76 metres 
above the raging waters of the Niagara 
River's whirlpool. 

But, that doesn't mean rescue teams 
can be complacent. 

"We have never had an incident 
here, however we need to be ready to 
respond in co-operation with other 
agencies for the potential emergency 
evacuation of stranded passengers," 
said Const. Shawn Black, of the Niagara 
Parks Police high-angle river team. 

On Monday, the Parks Police and 
aero car staff conducted annual train¬ 
ing exercises with a mock rescue at the 

In the event the main car shuts 
down, police would use a rescue car to 
travel along the same cables to the 
aero car to rescue stranded passen¬ 
gers. 

The small aluminum rescue car is 
housed in a cave-like opening at 
Thompson Point. 

Once it docks with the main carrier, 
emergency personnel can load up to 
four passengers at a time into the res- 

Both the main car and the rescue 
bucket are propelled by a single 
50-horsepower engine which drives a 
2.23-centimetre steel-looped cable. It 
is suspended by six 2.54-centimetre 
steel cables.

He felt none of the telltale 
signs of heart trouble. No pain in 
his chest. No pain in his extremi- 

“The only thing I noticed was I 
would get a litde short of breath, 
but I just figured that was because 

shape I used to be in,” he says. “I 
thought I just needed to do some 
more exercise, you know. 

Reid wasn’t concerned when 
his doctor ordered a routine 
blood test for his cholesterol. It 
was higher than it should be. 
That was the first sign. 


A precautionary battery of 
tests afterwards showed there 
was a problem with his heart. 
Further investigation found two 
blocked arteries. 

“One was 90% blocked, the 
other was 99% blocked,” Reid 
says. “That was when my doctor 
told me it was a time bomb. I 
could possibly have a heart attack 
or stroke at any time." 

Ordered to take it easy, not to 
exercise or otherwise stress his 
body, Reid was told he needed 
immediate medical intervention. 
He would be sent to the new car¬ 
diac unit at the Niagara Health 
System’s St. Catharines site.
